Last week Geo. W. Paulus received 


a Tclegraphone, which is, in some 
respects, one of the most remarkable 
machines m existence today, and so 
far as known, is the only machine of 
the kind in the state of Wisconsin. 


The Telegraphone is for the pur- 


pose of reproducing sound ,the same 
as the phonograph, graphophone and 
a dozen others of the same kind, but 
is diffeient from all the rest in some 
of the essentials that go to make up 
the outfit. 
Most ol the talking ma- 


chines have a metallic point or some- 
thing of the kind that scratches the 
record on a disc or cylinder, and then 
by running the disc or cylinder thru 
the machine again the sound is re- 
produced by the 'irregularities on 
ihe suitace of the disc or roller. 


The Telegraphone works different- 


iy, altho it produces much the same 
result in the end. 
In this machine 


the record is made on a fine steel wire 
and instead of being scratched on the 
surface is put into the wire by mag- 
netism, and the result is that when 
the wire is lun thru the machine 
again the sound is reproduced. There 
are about six miles of wire on the 
machine, which takes more than half 
an hour to run thru, and the result 
is that a continuous lot of conversa- 
tion or music can be reproduced on 
the machine that will take half an 
nour to reproduce. 


One of the most remarkable fea- 


'uros of the machine 13 the fact that 
.vhen it IB clcbiicd to put a new record 
on the wnu, all that is necessary is to 
pi ess a lever and go ahead with the 
dictation, and the old record is oblit- 
erated and the new one put on in its 
place, there being no trace of the old 
one left. Another feature of the ma- 
fhine is that it can be hitched onto 
an ordinary telephone by the simple 
inseition of a plug, and any conver- 
sation that takes place over the line 
is permanently recorded by the ma- 
chine, both sides of the conversation 
being taken down. 


The machine is used more espec- 


ially for dictation than anything else, 
as it is very easy to make a record 
and there are no changes to make 
from recording to reproducing. By 
installing wires records on the ma- 
chine can be made from any part of 
the building, the machine remaining 
in the one place where it is handy to 
the stenographer who is transcribing 
the notes. 


Mr. Paulus has taken the state 


agency for the machine and will be 
pleased to exhibit It to any person 
who may be interested in it.

Last week Geo. W. Paulus received 


i' Telegrnphone, which is, in some 
respects, one of the most remarkable 
machines in existence today, and so 
far as known, is the only machine of 
the kind in the state of Wisconsin. 


The Telegraphone is for the pur- 


pose of reproducing sound ,the same 
as the phonograph, graphophone and 
a dozen others of the same kind, bat 
is different from all the rest in some 
of the essentials that go to make up 
the outfit. 
Most of the talking ma- 


chines have a metallic point or some- 
thing of the kind that scratches the 
record on a disc or cylinder, and then 
by running the disc or cylinder thru 
the machine again the sound is re- 
produced by the irregularities on 
the surface of the disc or roller. 


The Telegraphone works different- 


ly, altho it produces much the same 
result in the end. In this machine 
the record is made on a fine steel wire 
and instead of being scratched on the 
surface is put into the wire by mag- 
netism, and the result is that when 
the wire is run thru the machine 
again the sound is reproduced. There 
are about six miles of wire on the 
machine, which takes more than half 
an hour to run thru, and the result 
is that a continuous Jot of conversa- 
tion or music can be reproduced on 
the machine that will take half au 
hour to reproduce. 


Ouc of the; most remarkable fea- 


Uiros of the machine is the fact that 
when it is desired to put a new record 
<j!i the wire, all that is necessary is to 
press a lever and go ahead with the 
dictation, and the old record is oblit- 
erated and the new one put on in its 
place, there being no trace of the old 
one left. 
Another feature of the ma- 


chine is that it can he hitched onto 
an ordinary telephone by the simple 
insertion of a plug, and any conver- 
sation that takes place over the line 
is nermanently recorded by the ma- 
chine, both sides of the conversation 
being taken down. 
The machine is used more espec- 


ially for dictation than anything else, 
as it is very easy to make a record 
and there are no changes to make 
from recording to reproducing. 
By 


installing wires records on the ma- 
chine can be made from any part of 
the building, the machine remaining 
in the "one place where it is handy to 
the stenographer who is transcribing 
the notes.

Madison- State aid during the pres- 


ent year has helped to build 1,158.75 
miles of road in Wisconsin at a total 
cost of $3,631,026.28, and 353 bridges 
at a cost of $540,068.11. 
The total 


amount spent by ihf state on such im- 
provements is $4,171,004.39, which is 
about the same as was expended in 
1915. 


The mileage added during the last 


summer, and now being completed, 
gives Wisconsin a total of 4,850 miles 
of state aid highway built during the 
last five years, during which the high- 
way commission has been in existence. 
During 1017 it is expected that 1,300 
•miles will be added as there will be 
some $4.500,000 available for this pur- 
pose, according to Chief Highway En- 
gineer Hirst. 


Of the 1,158 miles of road built 


about 35 per cent was graded only and 
not surfaced. There is added 215.60 
rmiles of stone and macadam road, 
69.01 miles of concrete road, and 
iabout 300 miles of crushed gravel and 
'pit run gravel road. Up in Florence 
^county five miles of iron ore road was 
(constructed. 
Sixteen miles of con- 


.crete road was built in Outagamie 
icounty. 
Two miles of asphalt road 


rwas constructed in Milwaukee county. 


In addition to the state aid bridges 


••constructed by the state and town- 
,ships, there were 433 new bridges 
tuilt by the counties at a cost of $464,- 
670. The state does not pay anything 
ifor these bridges.

How Rainfall Affects Radium. 


One of the most elaborate Investiga- 


tions of the relation between 
the 


amount of radium emanation in the 
atmosphere and weather conditions is 
that recently carried out by Messrs. ,7, 
R. Wright and 0. F. Smith at Manila 
the observations extending over a pe- 
riod of about 13 months. The effect pi 
weather conditions upon the rate 111 
which radium emanation is exhalec 
from the ground and the relation of 
the rate of exhalation to the radioac- 
tivity of soil gas at different depths 
were also investigated. 


Rainfall and wind movement seem 


to be the principal meteorological con 
trols, the,amouiit of emanation In the 
air being greatest when these factors 
are at a minimum, and vice versa. A 
decided diurnal variation is found to 
exist, the emanation content being cou 
siderably greater by night than by 
day. 


Counting Birds.

vey is now making its third annua 
count of birds, with the aid of volun 
teer enumerators all over the country 
Each enumerator undertakes to «JUD 
the number of breeding pairs of -eaci 
species found on a selected area o:

The undersized and ugly bronchos of 


the southwest endure readily the strain 
of conditions which kill bigger, strong- 
er and more tractable horses. It is no 
trouble to raise mongrel puppies, but 
often the larger part of valuable litters 
from the most admired stocks of the 
best breeds of dogs cannot be saved 
by veterinary skill. 


The most advanced types of civil- 


ized man suffer from numerous bodily 
ills which seem never to touch sav- 
ages, immune In their filth and their 
ignorance. It Is not easy to develop 
the brain beyond the average limits 
of human growth without Impairing 
physical vitality and efficiency. 


All the way up from simple vegeta- 


ble forms of life the law of nature is 
that the most advanced types shall be 
hardest to preserve, multiply and de- 
velop.

How Rainfall Affects Radium. 


One of the most elaborate investiga- 


tions of the 
relation 
between 
the 


amount of radium emanation in the 
ntinosphere and weather conditions Is 
lhat recently carried out by Messrs. J. 
R. Wright and O. F. Smith at Manila, 
the observations extending over a pe- 
riod of about 13 months. The effect of 
weather conditions upon the rate at 
which radium emanation 
is exhaled 


from tho ground and the relation of 
the rate of exhalation to the radioac- 
tivity of soil gas at different depths 
were also investigated. 


Rainfall and wind movement seem 


to be the principal meteorological con- 
trols, the.iunouiit of emanation in the 
air being greatest when these factors 
are at a minimum, and vice versa. A 
decided diurnal variation is found to 
exist, the emanation content being con- 
siderably greater by night than by 
day. 


Counting Birds. 


The United States biological sur- 


vey Is now inuklng its third annual 
count of birds, with the aid of volun- 
teer enumerators all over the country. 
Kach enumerator undertakes to «iun< 
the number of breeding pairs or -each 
species found on a seized area of 
forty to eighty acres, and the count 
actually consists in an enumeration of 
'the male birds found in the course of 
a few early morning reconnolssances. 


From the figures thus obtained, the 


Scientific American explains, estimates 
are made of the bird population In the 
various sections of the country. This 
year the survey Is'making a special 
effort to secure statistics from the 
semiarld desert and mountain regions 
of the West, and also from the fruit 
districts of the Pacific coast and tSie 
South Atlantic and Gulf states.

easily corrected later. It ought to follow, us near- 
ly as practicable, tbe plan of keeping reasonably 
separate the legislative, executive and judicial ele- 
ments of government. What the form oC govern- 
ment Is, If it Is true to American civics, may not 
be n serious question. The most pimple form is 
that In which (hero arc three officers, one at the 
head of the legislative ilopurtment, another of the 
executive, and tho third of the judicial. To these 
three otllces muy be added those of. clerks, li- 
brarians, health, peace and other ofllcers. 


Schoolroom the Unit. 


"It Is a good practice to consider the school- 


room, under the Instruction of a teacher, as the 
uult of organization, rather than several rooms 
under the, principal of lite school, 
The former 


plan tends toward a permanent and thorough use 
of the method, the latter to the dropping of tbe 
method in case the principal falls Hi or leaves the 
sc-ltool.

7.t Is.desirable to have 
elections as frequently as four times In the school 
year, that as many ns practicable may enjoy the 
moral and educational benefit of being elected 
and of carrying tbe responsibility of the ottlcus.

guard against 
hostflo armies and 


navies. So far as milk is concerned 
we have an efficient method of pro- 
tection in pasteurization. 
Pasteur- 


ization is the simplest, cheapest and 
best method of spiking the 42 centi- 
meter guns of the foes iound in milk. 
Therefore, the sanitarian naturally 
connects preparedness und protection 
with pasteurization. 


Pasteurization is such a simple 


procedure thai it may be done on any 
kitchen stove. However, it is better 
to have the milk pasteurized in a 
scientific manner in a well equipped 
dairy where the process may be car- 
ried out accurately tinder skilled su- 
pervision. 
Pasteurized milk means 


nothing more nor less than heated 
milk. The object of heating the milk 
is to destroy the harmful germs that 
may be in it. It is not necessary to 
heat the milk too high. The temper- 
ature should not exceed 65 degrees 
centigrade for a longer period than 
forty-five minutes. 
This tempera- 


ture and time afford a sufficient fac- 
tor of safety. If the mi'lk is heated 
below 60 degrees centigrade or for 
less than twenty minutes, no security 
is afforded. 
Properly pasteurized 


milk is, therefore, safe milk, in fact, 
the only safe milk. 


The sanitarian favors the more 


geceral use of milk, for it is one of 
natures most valuable foods. 
.Milk 


is the complete food 
known 
and 


alone is capable of sustaining life for 
an indefinite period. This would not 
be possible with any other single 
food stuff. 
For example, we could 


not maintain health and vigor on a 
diet of meat alone or fat alone, or 
oatmeal alone. 
Milk contains the 


essential ingredients found in meat, 
fat and oatmeal. 
In other words, 


milk makes a complete meal in itself. 
Milk should not be regarded as a 
beverage. 
It is a food. 
Athletes 


and growing fchool children will 
sometimes drink scveial glasses of 
milk with a lull meal in order 10 
quench thirst. To use milk in this 
way in place of water is a mistake, 
for it causes ills rcbuKing from over- 
eating. 


Milk is not only one of the most 


nutritious, but is one of the most 
easily digestible foods. Fortunately, 
pasteurized milk is just as nutritious 
and just as digestible as raw milk. 
Householdeis should ho careful to 
see that the milk they receive is 
clean, cold, fresh and pasteurized.

self and got the inner secrets of a 
great business organization, these be- 
ing tho results ho was after. 


This government employee who was 


given tho opportunity to become the 
auper-dlssembler, was a special agent 
of tho department of Justice, nnd his 
assignment was to ferret out tho se- 
crets of various trusts that were sus- 
pected of conspiracies In restraint of 
trade, Ho was a detective of a new 
school. Whore the sleuth of yester- 
day wont about with a dark lantern 
to discover who purloined Lady Let- 
ty's jewels or stole "me che-lld," the 
now detective unravels the mysteries 
and seeks to determine tho manner 
In which fifty big factories, with 100,- 
OIKJ men on their pay rolls, combine to 
stiflo tho small competitor who would 
enter their field.

vontlon at the Waldorf on the 19th, 
20th, 2l8t and 22d. It is suspected 
of being a conspiracy In restraint of 
trade.

This action on tho part of tho gov- 


nrnrnent was occasioned by complaints 
from 
publishers 
ol 
newspapers 


throughout tho country which seemed 
lo indicate that there was an under- 
standing among manufacturers as to 
prices that should bo charged 
for 


white paper. Jf there was such an 
agreement that prevented competition, 
it was probably reached through some 
association of which all were mem- 
bers. There was the Northern Pulp 
& Paper Manufacturers' association. 
Jts deliberations and its membership 
were secret. This fact put it under 
suspicion. Was it fixing prices? 


To answer this question, Special 


Agent Billy Gard went' on his vain- 
glorious debauch of assuming an im- 
portance that, was not hi» due, 
Ho 


unleashed that tendency that is within 
UH all and let it run riot to the limit. 
Hut back of the dissembling there was 
an object to bo accomplished. 


"You 
aro President. Van Dorn of the 


association, I bolleve?" said Gard as he 
presented himself to that Individual 
on the morning tho convention was to 
bo opened, "My name is William II. 
Gard. I urn most anxious to attend 
your meetings," 


"Are you a member?" asked the 


president, an Incisive and businesslike 
man of affairs whose factories pro- 
duced -10 per cent of the white paper 
used by the daily press of the nation. 


"No," acknowledged Gard, "I do 


not belong to tho association, 
but 


I nevertheless believe that tho mem- 
bership would be glad to have me 
present," 


"If you aro a manufacturer you may 


become a member nnd attend," said 
President Van Dorn. 


"1 am not a manufacturer," smiled 


tho special agent. 
"1 am the man

I am coming to you 
In advance."

talked, the brusk manner of the pres- 
ident of the paper manufacturers grad- 
ually relaxed. Ho stroked his luxuri- 
ant, close-cropped whiskers in each di-

his chin and listened with undivided 
attention, the Canadian timber lands 
were at that time the matter of great- 
oat interest in the pulp and paper 
world. Those'lands had been some- 
thing of a mystery for their owners 
were evidently sitting tight and bid- 
iiig their time. 


"I had depended on my subject to 


interest you," said Gard. "I came all 
the way from Canada to get acquaint- 
ed with the men who are going to con- 
sume my product. 1 would like to at- 
tend your convention and address it." 


Gard's 
preparation 
for 
this 
ap- 


proach and bid for a seat on the floor 
of tbe convention, bad been most thor- 
ough. Upon receipt of his orders he 
had found himself with a week in 
which to make ready. His first step had 
been to get in touch with the publisher 
of a great New York daily who had 
reported to tho department hia be- 
lief that there was a white paper 
trust. That publisher spent hundreds 
of thousands of dollars every year for 
paper. 
He had therefore carefully 


studied the paper situation. He had 
all the facts as to the supply of pulp 
timber. He knew just the crisis tbat 
the paper manufacturers faced. These 
facts ho imparted to Gard and 
the 


special 
agent 
saw, through 
them, 


his opportunity to reach tbe conll- 
dence of the manufacturers and get 
all tho facts with relation to their 
organization. 


The convention was yet a week 


off. 
Gard had time to accumulate 


u sunburn and he went fishing down 
the bay three afternoons in succes- 
sion, wore no hat and rolled up his 
sleeves. 
He was a young man of a 


lobster red for a day or two but of 
a deep bronze at the end of the week. 
With a touch or two of the woods 
such as a stout pair of shoes and a 
hunting knlfo which he found occa- 
sion to produce, just the right impres- 
sion was created, 


"There is nobody that the conven- 


tion would rather hear talk," Pres- 
ident Van Dorn was saying. "There 
is nobody who has a subject of more 
Interest.

The secretary of the Northern Pulp 


& . Paper Manufacturers' • association 
was a most courteous young Virginian 
bearing the name of Randolph, The 
special agent knew the secretary was 
a southerner as soon as he met him. 
The former had originated in Balti- 
more. After the manner of southern- 
ers the two discussed names and fam- 
ilies. The special agent knew a great 
deal about the Randolph family. • In

"Iltiild citizens by giving 


them civic training In the schools. Beginning with 
"he tots in the primary grades, teach the boys and 
girls how their school, their town, their county, 
their state, their nation is conducted. Teach them 
to vote and decide the little problems of their 
daily lives in the schoolroom by methods em- 
ployed In government. 


"Make each schoolroom, for instance, a little 


town. 
Lc-t the pupils under the teacher's super- 


vision elect n mayor from among their number 
and have all the others compose n board of coun- 
cilmen. Put up to them problems of school, town, 
county, state, national management, to be de- 
cided on the principles of justice and the safety 
and well-hem? of the majority. 


"A proper appeal must be mndc to the pupils," 


Professor Gill says, "and they must be enlisted 
lienrtily. 


"This is easily done, for we have good material 


to work with. Xenrly all boys and girls fire essen- 
tially good. This Is true, even If. by reason of an 
unfortunate environment, a child hns developed 
some very hud habits, even those of dishonesty. 
.If the appeal Is properly made to them, they can 
be counted on definitely to stand for that which Is 
.honest, 'fair and square,' clean, generous and 
right. 
* 


Teacher's Part of the Plan. 


"Personal and printed assistance must be given 


to them for carrying; on their government In the 
spirit of American Institutions aud In accord with 
correct civic forms, to maintain order and develop 
co-operation and efficiency for every good purpose. 
They must be shown how to solve the problems of 
their daily Intercourse, nnd, ns their teachers help 
them to become independent In solving the prob- 
lems In arithmetic, so their teachers must help 
the*n to become independent In solving their dally 
problems of social and civic relations. 
The teach- 


er's part in the use of this laboratory method of 
.moral and eivio training is the same as in mathe- 
matics. The teacher's authority nnd responsibility 
In both cnses are to encourage nnd help the pupils 
to keep up enthusiasm, to become independent 
nud judicial in thought nnd to arrive at clear-cut 
decisions. At that point the old educational proc- 
ess, ns In mathematics, ends, but In tills new 
laboratory work, dealing with the actual practical 
problems of daily moral nnd civic life, there Is 
another most importnnt step, which is Immediately 
to put these decisions into execution nnd to co- 
operate for the good of all. 


"What is needed for introducing democracy in 


schools? 


"First—ihe right method—there is onp, the 


laboratory method, and there cannot be nnother. 


"Second—Practical plnns—there can be but one 


right general plnn. but of this there may be in- 
munerablp variations. 


"Third—A person skilled in introducing the 


method nnd supervising the use of it, 


"Fourth—Authority for such introduction nnd 


supervising.

"Fifth—Missionary work to arouse a popular de- 


mand for citizenship training in schools arid to in- 
duce school authorities, stale legislatures and the 
I,nitetl States congress to do their part In this 
cause. 


The Right Method. 


"Since citizenship and government are matters 


of action, as well as of knowledge, the method of 
teaching them must be the laboratory method, by 
which the pupil learns how to do a thing by doing 
It. 
In this respect citizenship Is like swimming, 


which must be learned by practice in swimming; 
or carpentry, which must be learned by working 
under the direction of a carpenter. 
Citizenship 


must be learned by performing the right actions 
ot citizenship and by maintaining the right spirit 
of citizenship, as well as by learning academically 
the facts of the subject. 


"The first essential of a correct plan for teach- 


ing American citizenship is that it shall be in ne- 
cord with the spirit of American institutions, 
which Is expressed by the Golden Rule, in the 
Declaration of Independence and the Constitution 
of the United States. 
For Instance, it must as- 


sure equal rights and justice to all, aud, of 
course, must not give special privileges or estab- 
lish class distinctions, as in ancient Koine and 
Greece, strong traces of which still remain in our 
own country. 


"The second essential is fhat so far as the 


school government Is developed, it shall be rea- 
sonably parallel with some correct form of Ameri- 
can government among adults, and 'give no wrong 
Ideas to pupils, with the thought that they can be 
easily corrected later. It ought to follow, as near- 
ly as practicable, the plan of keeping reasonably 
separate the legislative, executive and judicial ele- 
ments of government. What the form of govern- 
ment Is, if it Is true to American civics, may not 
be a serious question. The most pimple form is 
that in which there fire three officers, one at the 
head of the legislative department, another of the 
executive, and the third of the judicial. To these 
three offices may be added those of clerks, li- 
brarians, health, peace and other officers. 


Schoolroom the Unit. 


"It is n good practice to consider the school- 


room, under the instruction of n teacher, as the 
unit of organization, rather than several rooms 
under (lie principal oC the school. 
The former 


plan tends toward a permanent and thorough use 
of the method, the latter to the dropping of the 
method in case the principal falls 111 or leaves the 
school. 
The schoolroom government may follow 


the plan of the locality in which It Is situated. 
If it is in a city, it may be well to follow the gen- 
eral plan of the city, with a mayor, judge and 
president of the council, all the pupils being the 
council, or legislative body, though it would be 
undesirable and impossible to reproduce all the 
details of a large city government. If the school 
is in n town, the schoolroom government should 
in form be that of a town; but as towns turn 
into cities, and people go from towns to live iu 
cities, it is good practice, where town government 
is used part of the year, to use the city form the 
other part of the year. Jt is desirable to have 
elections fis frequently as four times in the school 
year, that as many as practicable may enjoy the 
moral and educational benefit of being elected 
and of carrying the responsibility of the offices. 


I 


In many cases it is desirable to have elections 
much more frequently. 


"Severn! 
schoolroom 
governments 
may 
be 


joined in a school state aud several states in a 
school national government, to look after matters 
which pertain to the whole school. It is possible 
and practicable to go still further, and join these 
school national governments in a federation. 
As 


has been said previously, let us reiterate: The 
teacher helps the pupils to become independent 
In solving their social and civic problems as he 
does the problems of mathematics. 
Each pupil 


is continually exercised in Independent thinking, 
judicial conclusion and immediate action. To take 
the initiative .soon becomes habitual. 
Co-opera- 


tion for every good purpose is developed nnd 
team work becomes the ordinary practice. 
The 


teacher's authority is not weakened but strength- 
ened by the co-operation of the pupils in their 
democratic republic. 


Teachers Should Co-operate. 


"If we were to look upon this matter as If It 


were a mill, the mill would serve no purpose un- 
less It should have grist to grind, and In this case 
the grist is the government of the children's con- 
duct to suggest useful and constructive activi- 
ties for the good of each child and the communl- 
ty of pupils nntl of the entire community of which 
the children fire a part. The pupils' time, minds 
and energies being fully occupied doing right con- 
structive things, the amount of wrongdoing drops 
to an almost negligible quantity. What there Is 
of this is dealt with by the children in their own 
courts much more effectually than is possible by 
any other means in the reach of the teachers, 
even if corporal punishment is permitted, which 
Is prohibited by law in some places. 


"It is not to be supposed that the children can 


handle these social and civic problems without 
the same kind of interest and assistance by the 
teachers that is necessary for success In any 
other school work; nor lhat the teachers can 
make the best use of this laboratory method of 
moral and civic training without the co-opera- 
tion of the children's parents, and. until the 
teachers have become well accustomed to the 
new method, they need the suggestions of one 
who hns had large experience 'in its use. '

The oil obtained from the pips Is clear, 
of pale-straw color, wholly saponill- 
able, and has slight hut rather persis- 
tent hitter tasle. 


Possibly the oil expressed from tho 


pips by direct hot pressing would not 
possess a bitter taste; If so, It would 
be of value for edible purposes, and, 
being wholly saponiflable, could, an im 
alternative, he used for soup-making.

self and got the inner secrets of a 
great business organization, these be- 
ing tho results he was after. 


This government employee who was 


given the opportunity to become the 
super-dissembler, was a special agent 
of the department of justice, and his 
assignment was to ferret out the se- 
crets of various trusts that were sus- 
pected of conspiracies in restraint of 
trade. He was a detective of a new 
school. Where the sleuth of yester- 
day went about with a dark lantern 
to discover who purloined Lady Let- 
ty's jewels or stole "me che-ild," the 
new detective unravels the mysteries 
and seeks to determine the manner 
in which fifty big factories, with 100,- 
000 men on their pay rolls, combine to 
stifle the small competitor who would 
enter their field.

insisted Gard. "A constitution can be 
amended." 


"The manner in which it can be 


amended is also provided for in the 
by-laws. It cannot be done in four 
days." 


The 
special 
agent 
saw 
himself 


bound to fail to get himself admitted 
to the convention 
There was the ad- 


vantage, however, o£ having been de- 
nied a courtesy to which he had a 
strong claim and this left the way 
open to the asking of other important 
favors. 


"Even though you cannot attend the 


meetings," Van Dorn 
suggested, "I 


want to see that you meet air our lead- 
ing people and in this way you may 
accomplish practically as much. 
I 


would be glad if you would dine with 
me tonight." 


"I will be very glad to do so," said 


the special agent. 
"In the meantime 


you can probably provide me with a 
list of your members. In that way 1 
can at least communicate with them 
all." 


"That list is quite confidential," saw 


the president. "I have no copy of it 
myself." 


"But your permanent headquarters 


in Fourth avenue will have it," sug- 
gested Gard. "Can't you give me a 
note to the secretary?" 


To this the president assented some- 


what hesitatingly. The note he wrote 
\uis also a bit indefinite. It was not 
Instructions to give a copy of the list. 
It might be so interpreted if the sec- 
retary were inclined to be friendly. 


So Gard went for his list with some 


inward trepidation, although the man 
who pretended to hold the fate of the 
paper manufacturers of a nation in his 
hand could afford to show no outward 
manifestation of it. 


The secretary of the Northern Pulp 


& Paper Manufacturers' association 
was a most courteous young Virginian 
bearing the name of Randolph. The 
special agent knew the secretary was 
a southerner as soon as he met him. 
The former had originated in Balti- 
more. After the manner of southern- 
ers the two discussed names and fam- 
41ies. The special agent knew a great 
deal about the Randolph family. In 
fact, he said, his family had married 
into the Randolphs in one of its 
branches.

He wanted to ask 
Randolph's advice about certain mat- 
ters and he wanted to get in touch 
with some enterprising young man who 
knew the manufacturers.

young man he might offer an envi- 
able business opportunity. 
In the 


meantime he would like a copy of the 
membership list of the association. 


It developed that there was but one 


such list in existence. It had to be dug 
up from the association's safe and 
copied. But the secretary was friend- 
ly to this one-time southerner, now of 
the north woods; he was a young 
man who knew the manufacturers, and 
who would take a look at a business 
opportunity; he had the note of in- 
struction, somewhat indefinite to be 
sure, from the president of the as- 
sociation. 


Gard secured his list of members. 


As fast as a taxicah could carry him, 
he was away to his office, from which 
requests for prices of paper were dis- 
patched, in the name of the New York 
publisher who was helping the govern- 
ment, to every firm on the list.

why one so vitally interested in the 
welfare of the manufacturers should 
not be a membe/. Information of a 
most exhaustive nature should be giv- 
en him. 
Even the minutes of the 


meeting and copies of addresses should 
be put at his disposal. 
He should 


meet all present. 


So Agent Gard loafed about the 


Waldorf for four days. He was re- 
garded, not merely as a master of 
finance who was the equal of any of 
the manufacturers attending the con- 
vention, but as the man of them all 
who held the whip hand. Morning 
and night he cultivated these men, 
talked 
business with them, asked 


them questions. 
They told him all 


that went on in the convention, al- 
lowed him to read its minutes. He 
was the most courted maE>at the hoteli 
when the word got well circulated that 
he was the pulp king of the Canadian 
northwest, 


Gard, of course, had an average 


number of acquaintances scattered 
about the country and many of these 
knew of his association with the de- 
partment of justice. In a New York 
hotel there is always a chance of meet- 
ing friends from any place in the 
world. 
Gard was therefore not sur- 


prised when, on the evening of the 
manufacturers.' banquet which brought 
the convention to a close, to pass in 
a corridor two old-time friends, men 
whom he had known in college 
They 


hailed him vociferously as "Gard, old 
man." 
It was against just such an 


emergency that he had used his own 
name. 


The special agent was at the time 


going in to dinner with Randolph, the 
secretary, and a member from Buffalo. 
Nothing would have come of this 
chance greeting had it not been that 
a paper manufacturer was standing be- 
side the two friends of Gard when 
the latter passed. One of these young 
men turned to the other and asked: 


"What is Gard doing no\y? I haven't 


seen him since I left college." 


"He is with the department of jus- 


tice," said the second- friend. "He is 
a special agent, a detective working 
on big trust investigations." 


And the manufacturer heard it all. 


He immediately communicated his in- 
formation to President Van Dorn. 
That official lost his urbane equani- 
mity and fluttered about in much con- 
fusion, consulting with others in au- 
thority. He did not approach Gard, 
and that young man was all unsuspici- 
ous that anything had gone wrong un- 
til the time 
came for after-dinner 


speeches. 


"Before we proceed with the toasts 


on the program," said President Van 
Dorn who was master of ceremonies, "I 
would like to call the attention of the 
members present to one matter not 
regularly scheduled. We have all met, 
during the week, Mr. Gard, of tbe Ca- 
nadian northwest.

President 
Van Dorn paused 
and 


looked expectantly in the direction of 
the young man in question. 
The situ- 


ation was such that Gard was required 
to arise and receive the introduction 
and, as he expected, make a bit of a 
speech. He rose to his feet. 


"This, gentlemen," continued Van 


Dorn, "is Mr. Gard. 
As the repre- 


sentative of the Canadian Northwest 
Timber company you have unbosomed 
yourselves to him. He is, in reality, 
a detective of the department of jus- 
tice. You, gentlemen, are under in- 
vestigation. Will Mr. Gard be so good 
as to tell us whether or not we are 
a trust."

Gard's work "under cover" was com- 


pleted. It was but an incident in the 
relations between a great industry and 
the government. The next week the 
books of the association were thrown 
open to the government. 
President 


Van Dorn, whose factory was the larg- 
est of them all, volunteered access to 
his records and others followed suit. 
So was an era of fair dealing inaugu- 
rated. 


This all happened Vears ago. 
The 


fidelity' with which the special agent 
laid the basis of his deception is prov- 
ed by the fact that many of these 
manufacturers are now getting their 
pulp from the Canadian northwest. 
The name of Gard does not, however, 
appear among the list of officers of 
any of the companies supplying pulp. 
The young man is probably now off on 
the trail of some other real or sus- 
pected violators of the federal statutes, 
meeting new emergencies, gaining new 
experiences, playing a modest but not 
unimportant part in the big and vita) 
affairs of the nation.

the surface, the skeleton of an Indian 
warrior.

basis iu fact for his claim, virtually 
spoke to these dominant and success- 
ful princes of industry as follows: 


"Gentlemen, you are mere children 


playing at the factory business. I am 
tho master here. 
Please be nice to 


mo and tell me all your secrets or I 
will cut off your supply of raw 
ma- 


terial." 


it is the story of a young man who, 


as a. detective for tho federal govern- 
ment, assumed this position among the 
lions of a big industry, who lived up 
to the part be had chosen for him- 
self and got the inner secrets of a 
great business organization, these be- 
ing tho results bo was after. 


This government employee who was 


given the opportunity to become the 
super-dissembler, was a special agent 
of the department of justice, and his 
assignment was to ferret out the se- 
crets of various trusts that were sus- 
pected of conspiracies in restraint of 
trade. 
He was a detective of a new 


school. 
Where the sleuth of yester- 


day went about with a dark lantern 
to discover who purloined Lady Let- 


ty's 
jewels or stole "me che-ild," the 


now detective unravels the mysteries 
and seeks to determine the manner 
in which fifty big factories, -with 100,- 
OIM.I men ori their pay rolls, combine to 
stifle the small competitor who would 
enter their field. 


It was such an assignment as this 


that one morning came over to New- 
York in the mail from Washington 
and fell to the lot of Special Agent 
l.illly Gard. The instructions said: 


"Tho

Its deliberations are in secret

This action on the part of the gov- 


ernment was occasioned by complaints 
from 
publishers 
of 
newspapers 


throughout the country which seemed 
to indicate that there was an under- 
standing among manufacturers as to 
prices that should 
be charged 
for 


white paper. 
Jf there was such an 


agreement that prevented competition, 
it was probably reached through some 
association of which all were mem- 
bers. 
There was the Northern Pulp 


ii Paper Manufacturers' association. 
Its deliberations and its membership 
were secret. 
This fact put it under 


suspicion. 
Was it fixing prices? 


To answer this question, Special 


Agent Billy Gard went' on his vain- 
glorious debauch of assuming au im- 
portance that was not his due. 
He 


unleashed that tendency that is within 
us all and let It run riot to the limit. 
But back of the dissembling there was 
an object to be accomplished. 


"You 
are President. Van Dorn of the 


association. I believe?" said Gard as be 
presented himself to that individual 
on the morning the convention was to 
be opened. "My name is William H. 
Gard. I am most anxious to attend 
your meetings." 


"Are you a member?" asked the 


president, an incisive and businesslike 
man of affairs whose factories pro- 
duced 40 per cent of the white paper 
used by the daily press of the nation. 


"No," acknowledged Gard, "I 
do 


not belong to the association, 
but 


I nevertheless believe that the mem- 
bership would be glad to have me 
present." 


"if you are a manufacturer you may 


become a member and attend," said 
President Van Dorn. 


"1 am not a manufacturer," smiled 


the special agent. 
"1 am the man 


back of the manufacturer. J come to 
you today, but in the near future you 
will all come to me. It is in the interest 
of the manufacturers that I want to 
attend." 


"I do not understand," said the pres- 


ident. 


"You 
of course know of the Cana- 


dian 
Northwest Timber company," 


said the special agent. 
(As a matter 


of fact there was no company of ex- 
actly that name.) 
"I am the repre- 


sentative of that company. 
You may 


also know that we have been accumu- 
lating lands covered with spruce tim- 
ber for twenty years. 
Our holdings 


now amount to areas equal to the 
whole of the states of Maine, New 
Hampshire and Vermont. 
It is not 


necessary that I should call your at- 
tention to the 
exhaustion 
of 
the 


spruce of New England, nor of other 
areas in the United States that have, 
in the past, been your source of sup- 
ply for pulp from which to make your 
paper. 
The timber supply heretofore 


available for this purpose is approach- 
ing exhaustion. 
When it is gone you 


will all turn to the forests that are 
next most accessible. 
We have those 


forests. 
I therefore say to you that 


all of you will come to me within the 
next decade. 
I am coming to you 


in advance."

stalled trucks ont of trouble; 
They, 


of course, cjune in contact witb the 


MB chin and listened with undivided 
attention. The Canadian timber lands 
were at that time the matter of great- 
est interest in the pulp and paper 
world. These lands had been some- 
thing of a mystery for their owners 
were evidently sitting tight and bid- 
ing their time. 


"I bad depended on my subject to 


interest you," said Gard. "I came all 
the way from Canada to get acquaint- 
ed with the men who are going to con- 
sume my product. I would like to at- 
tend your convention and address it." 


Card's 
preparation 
for 
this 
ap- 


proach and bid for a seat on the floor 
of tbe convention, had been most thor- 
ough. 
Upon receipt of his orders he 


had found himself with a week in 
which to make ready. His first step had 
been to get in touch with the publisher 
o£ a great New York daily who had 
reported to tho department bis be- 
lief that there was a 
white 
paper 


trust. That publisher spent hundreds 
of thousands of dollars every year for 
paper. 
He had therefore carefully 


studied the paper situation. 
He had 


all the facts as to the supply of pulp 
timber. 
He knew just the crisis that 


the paper manufacturers faced. These 
facts he imparted to Gard and 
the 


special 
agent saw, through 
them, 


his opportunity to reach tbe conn- 
deuce of the manufacturers and get 
all tbe facts with relation to their 
organization. 


The convention was yet a week 


off. 
Gard had time 
to accumulate 


a sunburn and be went fishing down 
the hay three afternoons in succes- 
sion, wore no bat and rolled up bis 
sleeves. He was a young man of a 
lobster red for a day or two but of 
a deep bronze at the end of the week. 
With a touch or two of the woods 
such as a stout pair of shoes and a 
hunting knife which he found occa- 
sion to produce, just the right impres- 
sion was created. 


"There is nobody that the conven- 


tion would rather hear talk," Pres- 
ident Van Dorn was saying. 
"There 


is nobody who has a subject of more 
interest. 
But admission to tbe con- 


vention is provided for in the consti- 
tution and by-laws. 
Only members 


may be admitted. 
Our work is strict- 


ly confidential." 
" "However, nothing is impossible," 
insisted Gard. 
"A constitution can be 


amended." 


"The manner in which it can be 


amended is also provided for in the 
by-laws. It cannot be done in four 
days." 


The 
special 
agent 
saw 
himself 


bound to fail to get himself admitted 
to the convention. There was the ad- 
vantage, however, of having been de- 
nied a courtesy to which he had a 
strong claim and this left the way 
open to the asking of other important 
favors. 


"Even though you cannot attend the 


meetings," Van Dorn 
suggested, "I 


want to see that you meet air our lead- 
ing people and in this way you may 
accomplish practically as much. 
I 


would be glad if you would dine with, 
me tonight." 


"I will be very glad to do so," said 


the special agent. 
"In the meantime 


you can probably provide me with a 
list of your members. 
Jn that way 1 


can at least communicate with them 


all." 


"That list is quite confidential," saw 


tbe president. 
"I have no copy of it 


myself." 


"But your permanent headquarters 


in Kourtb avenue will have it," sug- 
gested Gard. "Can't you give me a 
note to tbe secretary?" 


To this the oresident assented some- 


what hesitatingly. The note he wrote 
was also a bit indefinite. 
It w.-is not 


Instructions to give a copy of the list. 
It might be so interpreted if the sec- 
retary were inclined to be friendly. 


So Gard went for his list with some 


inward trepidation, although the man 
who pretended to hold the fate of the 
paper manufacturers of a nation in his 
hand could afford to show no outward 
manifestation of it. 


The secretary of tbe Northern Pulp 


& Paper Manufacturers' association 
was a most courteous young Virginian 
bearing the name of Randolph. 
The 


special agent knew the secretary was 
a southerner as soon as he met him. 
The former had originated in Balti- 
more. After the manner of southern- 
ers the two discussed names and fam- 
ilies. Tbe special agent knew a great 
deal about the Randolph family. In 
fact, he said, his family had married 
into the Randolphs in 
one 
of 
its 


branches. 
The lines were followed 


until it seemed that the men might 
well believe that, they were cousins 
several times removed. 
Incidentally 


they had started to be friends in the 
way most accredited among southern- 
ers. 


Gard delivered his note from Pres- 


ident Van Dorn and took great pains 
to explain the position of the Cana- 
dian Northwest Timber company. He 
mada it clear that his people were on 
the -eve of playing a large part in the 
paper pulp world. He wanted to ask 
Randolph's advice about certain mat- 
ters and he wanted to get in touch 
with some enterprising young man who 
knew tho manufacturers. 
To such a 


young man he might offer an envi- 
able business opportunity. 
In the 


meantime he would like a copy of the 
membership list of the association. 


It developed that there was but one 


such list in existence. It had to be dug 
up from the association's safe and 
copied. But the secretary was friend- 
ly to this one-time southerner, now of 
the north woods; he was a young 
man who knew the manufacturers, and 
who would take a look at a business 
opportunity; he had the note of in- 
struction, somewhat indefinite to be 
sure, from the president of the as- 
sociation. 


Gard secured his list of members. 


As fast as a taxicab could carry him, 
lie was away to his office, from which 
requests for prices of paper were dis- 
patched, in the name of the New York 
publisher who was helping the govern- 
ment, to every firm on the list. 


That night the special agent dined 


with President Van Dorn and other 
men high in the counsels of the Pulp 
& Paper Manufacturers' association. 
His position 'was explained 
and re- 


grets were generally expressed that 
he might not be present at the meet- 
ings. Only the constitution stood in 
the way. 
There was no other reason. 


Americans who operated the trucks, 
and it was necessary for the army 
surgeons to make sure that they were 
ia good health. 
They were typical 


Mexican laborers and, therefore, none 
too clean. The army sanitarians also 
liad reason to believe that some of 
thorn were infested with Insect foes 
that might disturb the peace of their 
slumber.

borers were finally accepted,

were vaccinated' against smallpox and 
inoculated with, a typhoid fever .pre- 
Tientiie. .This, of course, they did not

why one so vitally interested in the 
welfare of the manufacturers should 
not be a member. 
Information of a 


most exhaustive nature should be giv- 
en him. 
Even the minutes of the 


meeting and copies of addresses should 
be put at his disposal. 
He should 


meet all present. 


So Agent Card loafed about the 


Waldorf for four days.' He was re- 
garded, not merely as a master of 
finance who was the equal of any of 
the manufacturers attending the con- 
vention, but as the man of them all 
who held the whip hand. 
Morning 


and night he cultivated these men, 
talked 
business 
with 
them, 
asked 


them questions. 
They told him all 


that went on in the convention, al- 
lowed him to read its minutes. 
He 


was the most courted man at the hotel, 
when the word got well circulated that 
he was the pulp king of the Canadian 
northwest. 


Gard, of course, had 
an 
average 


number 
of acquaintances scattered 


about the country and many of these 
knew of his association with the de- 
partment of justice. 
In a New York 


hotel there is always a chance of meet- 
ing friends from any place in the 
world. 
Gard was therefore not sur- 


prised when, on the evening of the 
manufacturers.' banquet which brought 
the convention to a close, to pass in 
a corridor two old-time friends, men 
whom he had known in college. 
They 


hailed him vociferously as "Gard, old 
man." 
It was against just such an 


emergency that he had used his own 
name. 


The special agent was at the time 


going in to dinner with Randolph, the 
secretary, and u member from Buffalo. 
Nothing would have 
come 
of this 


chance greeting had it not been that 
a paper manufacturer was standing be- 
side the two friends of Gard when 
the latter passed. One of these young 
men turned to the other and asked: 


"What is Gard doing now? I haven't 


seen him since 1 left college." 


"He is with the department of jus- 


tice," said the second friend. "He is 
a special agent, a. detective working 
on big trust investigations." 


And the manufacturer heard it all. 


He immediately communicated his in- 
formation 
to President Van 
Dorn. 


That official lost his urbane equani- 
mity and fluttered about in much con- 


i fusion, consulting with others in au- 
| thority. He did not approach Gard, 


and that young man was all unsuspici- 
ous that anything had gone wrong un- 
til the time came for 
after-dinner 


speeches. 


"Before we proceed with the toasts 


on the program," said President Van 
Dorn who was master of ceremonies, "I 
would like to call the attention of the 
members present to one matter not 
regularly scheduled.

President Van Dorn

The situ- 
ation was such that Gard was required 
to arise and receive the introduction 
and, as he expected, make a bit of a 
speech. He rose to his feet. 


"This, gentlemen," continued Van 


Dorn, "is Mr. Gard. 
As the repre- 


sentative of the Canadian Northwest 
Timber company you have unbosomed 
yourselves to him. He is, in reality, 
a detective of the department of jus- 
tice.

Before this is done it is some- 


times' wise to get a look behind the 
scenes before the ^tage is set for the 
play. 
I have been taking that peep. 


"Four ciays ago. for instance, I se- 


cured a list of the membership of this 
association. That night, in the name 
of a certain newspaper publisher, let- 
ters were written to every member 
asking for quotations of prices. 
Tho 


price lists are in the mail by thi:> 
time mill i-muinK I'.-u-k tn us. 
Now. if 


there is a great similarity iu those 
prices, suspicion will be aroused. It 
is better that this and other tests be 
put upon manufacturers before they 
are aware that an investigation is on. 


"But now we are in the open. To- 


morrow I will call upon the associa- 
tion to produce Its books. 
It need not 


respond to that call, but if it is hon- 
est there is no reason why it should 
not. 
It may be that 1 will ask indi- 


vidual members to 
show their ac- 


counts and correspondence. 
In the 


end we will be very well acquainted 
I trust that we may then be as friend- 
ly as we have been during your con- 
vention and my deception. 
I will now 


bid you good-night." 


Card's work "under cover" was com- 


pleted. 
It was but an incident in the 


relations between a great industry and 
the government. 
The next week the 


books of the association were thrown 
open to the government. 
President 


Van Dorn, whose factory was the larg- 
est of them all, volunteered access to 
his records and others followed suit. 
So was an era of fair dealing inaugu- 
rated. 


This all happened years ago. The 


fidelity- with which the special agent 
laid the basis of his deception is prov- 


j ed by the fact that many of these 


I manufacturers are now getting their 
! pulp from the Canadian 
northwest. 


The name of Gard does not, however, 
appear among the list of officers of 
any of the companies supplying pulp. 
The young man is probably now off on 
the trail of some other real or sus- 
pected violators of the federal statutes, 
meeting new emergencies, gaining new 
experiences, playing a modest but not 
unimportant part in the big and vitaJ 
affairs of the nation.
